If I 
were one of them, I suppose I 
should be a great man, even now. 
But I don’t need them to assure 
me of my historical greatness. The 
foul plan of these men will not 
succeed. They can’t pass over me 
when the old gentleman dies. They 
can’t put up anyone as vice-regent 
without my consent. And I will not 
give it to them. The people don’t 
want a Hohenzollern monarchy.

“If I call on the people today, 
they will follow me.

It was thus that Hitler kept his 
courage up. 


ITLER had prophesied correct- 
Hw. His great coup was suc- 

cessful. .He became the suc- 
cessor of Hindenburg, who died in 
Neudeck in August—died too soon, 
or too late. Few know what lies 
behind the army’s oath of allegi- 
ance to Hitler. I am not one of 
those few. ... But on his death- 
bed, between the lucid moments 
and the fancies of the dying Field 
Marshal, something must have hap- 
pened which we do not yet know. 
One thing is certain: Hindenburg 
died with the command to his suc- 
cessor to reinstate the Hohenzol- 
lern dynasty. He could imagine a 
secure future for Germany only 
under the guidance of the old he- 
reditary dynasty. 

Hitler had succeeded. The sec- 
ond revolution was postponed. He 
was the master of Germany, and in- 
creasingly tightened his hold. 

Shortly after the funeral, Hitler 
spoke in a circle of his intimates, 
about the second revolution, and 
his views were circulated among 
the initiated members of the par- 
ty. It was in this way that they 
came to my ears; I was not pres- 
ent at Hitler’s private celebration 
of his official recognition as 
Fuehrer of the German Reich. 

“My Socialism,” he is reported to 
have said, “is not the same thing 
as Marxism. My Socialism is not 
class war, but order. Whoever

ITLER’S conception of a so0- 
H cial and economic order for the 
German people was something 
quite different from a permanent 
“military camp order.” That is, if 
he had any conception at all. At 
all events, the party propagandists 
had orders to expound a National 
Socialist program, and Feder, the 
civil engineer, was ordered to pub- 
lish official pamphlets, one of which 
outlined the “structure of grad- 
ed classes” in the Third Reich. Soon 
after the party’s accession to pow- 
er, the wildest plans were set afoot 
to “order” the country’s economy. 
The first necessity was to act. 
The aim would then gradually de- 
fine itself. So an enormous amount 
of organization was begun on all 
sides. 


In Danzig we had these problems 
to deal with on a smaller scale... . 
Eventually I was sent for to speak 
to Hitler. 


“What’s your trouble?” he asked. 
When I explained to him my appre- 
hensions as to this type of economic 
order, he was amazed. He had not 
the slightest intention of encourag- 
ing this nonsense. Did not Forster 
know that he had long since dis- 
carded the “structure of graded 
classes”? I replied that I had 
known nothing of that either; if I 
had, it would have spared me much 
trouble and needless annoyance. 
Hitler, in his characteristic fashion, 
at once plunged into a self-justifica- 
tion of his decision, and in this con- 
nection outlined along general lines 
his creed of Socialist ideas. 


“Do you intend to repudiate the 
corporative system of economy al- 


together?” I asked.

England is not irrevocably opposed to 
dictators. Its willingness to deal with 
Stalin and its old alliances with the Czar 
and Japan prove that. Germany has 
won more in the war than she expected 
at the start, 

Remember the speeches are made for 
public, especially American, consumption. 
You will get Churchill’s real opinion of 
Germany in his book, “The World 
Crisis,” which is a history of the World 
War. In that, he speaks highly of the 
German fight at Jutland and says un- 
restricted submarine warfare was the 
natural reply of a nation starving under 
a blockade. 

He knows that the Nazi total war and 
the English attempt to reduce all Europe

| WILL THE HOUSE BLOCK RELIEF? 

| Is the Missouri House of Representatives going to 
| play politics with human misery? 

| Is it going ahead with its plan, expressed in a reso- 
‘lution adopted yesterday, merely to pledge relief 
‘funds for August, then recess from day to day until 
‘after the primary and otherwise dodge the issue? 
Or will the House abandon its dilatory tactics and 
‘follow the Senate’s decision for a quick and effigient 
'special session by moving to enact at once Gov. 
'Stark’s very moderate request for relief funds to 
finish out the year? 

| The House move is a shameffil attempt to evade the 
'State’s duty toward its destitute for the sake of a 
| supposed political advantage. The Senate course is a 
‘frank meeting of the issue. Which will prevail? 

The State faces a relief crisis. Funds to care 
for its dependent citizens are available for/only nine 
‘days more. Prompt action is vital. | 

Legislators are grumbling about the time chosen 
‘for the special session. Two-thirds of them are can- 
'didates for re-election, and the date set by the Gov- 
ernor, two weeks before the primary, interferes with 
‘stumping activities. 
| Gov. Stark could have chosen an earlier date, 
it is true. But the majority of legislators are in no 
| position to criticise his timing. If they had done 
their duty a year ago and voted an adequate fund, 
they would not be summoned to Jefferson City now. 

Relief authorities told the Legislature last year 
that $6,500,000 fell hopelessly short of actual needs. 
Gov. Stark warned that such a niggardly appropria- 
tion would make a special session necessary. The 
Legislature went its way unheeding, and now it 
has to face the consequences. 

The $1,500,000 for which Gov. Stark asks is a 
rock-bottom figure. It is, in fact, a next-to-starva- 
tion figure. 
‘food budget. It does not permit allowances for rent 
except in the most pressing cases. 
| Furthermore, Gov. Stark’s request disregards the 
‘humanitarian recommendations of Representative 
| John J. Cochran and the Rey. John J. Butler. Mr. 
‘Cochran, at his desk in Washington, has received 
“frantic appeals” from needy St. Louisans unable to 
‘get on the rolls. He calls for a fund of $3,000,000 
‘or more, to increase the social security personnel, 
and thus speed up investigations, also to increase 
the funds for aid to dependent children and old-age 
assistance, thus obtaining more Federal help. 

Father Butler, as head of Catholic Charities, knows 
that great privations are being caused by the present 
meager grants. St. Louis alone, he is convinced, 
requires at least $1,125,000 for the remainder of the 
year. He cites the documented survey of the Mis- 
| souri Association for Social Welfare as showing the 
‘need for at least $3,300,000 for the State. 
| Gov. Stark, disregarding these proposals, dodges the 


'would create. However, the difficulties would certain- 
'ly not be insuperable with a State revenue of $20,000,- 
000 annually from the sales tax. The Stark proposal 
sets a most simple task for the Legislature. 

There is no excuse for delay in the House, after 
‘the Legislature has completed the routine steps of

_justed, and the decks will be clear for swift action.

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THINK IT OVER, MR. WALLACE. 

The Post-Dispatch, as our Sunday readers are

| An increase of a half-billion dollars in the capital 
‘of the Export-Import Bank is a sharp letdown from

‘aded markets and unsold surpluses. 

Measures for economic defense are less immediate- 
ly pressing than the problem of preventing the trans- 
fer of territory in this hemisphere to one of the ag- 
gressor Powers. Secretary Hull’s sensible plan is to 
do this by a joint trusteeship of the 21 American re- 
publics until the possessions can be restored to their 
original sovereigns or become independent.

ment that disburses huge sums in the 
form of loans and subsidies to farmers. 

During the current fiscal year, the De- 
partment of Agriculture will pay out about 
a half-billion dollars in benefit payments 
under the soil conservation program and 
in so-called farm parity 
payments. 

The department may lend money to farm- 
ers to stabilize prices of farm products and 
it may spend $235,000,000 for the removal 
of surplus commodities, most of it for the 
purpose of distributing foodstuffs to fam- 
ilies on relief. 

The department is also authorized to lend 


large sums for rural electrification, for re- 


habilitation of farm families, and for financ- 
ing purchases of farm lands by tenant farm- 
ers. -All in all, including RFC advances, the 
department’s direct outlays this fiscal year 
will come close to a billion and a half dol- 
lars. 

These direct outlays, moreover, are a very 
inadequate measure of the scope of the de- 
partmental spending-lending activities. For 
under an executive reorganization order, the 
formerly independent Farm Credit Admin- 
istration has become a subordinate unit of 
the Department of Agriculture. 

That brings under the Secretary’s control 
the Federal Land Bank system, which makes 
long-term loans to farmers, as well as the 
agencies which make intermediate and 
short-term loans to farmers and the Banks 
for Co-operatives; all of which are in pos- 
session of capital funds with which to carry 
on their operations. 

Thus it will be seen that the Department 
of Agriculture controls a vast complex of 
lending agencies. Some, like the Federal 
Land Banks, have been managed on sound

Senator Wheeler of Montana, Senator 
Clark of Missouri and other members of the 
s0-called isolationist bloc were battling for 
a Platform plank that would curb what they 
have regarded as the dangerously belliger- 
ent tendencies of President Roosevelt. 

Senator Pepper of Florida, the President’s 
loyal supporter and the Senate’s most vocif- 
erous advocate of “stop Hitler now,” was 
resisting their demands. 

Well, the isolationists were appeased by 
the plank containing this pledge: 

“We will not participate in foreign wars 
and we will not send our army, naval or air 
forces to fight in foreign lands outside of 


the Americas except in case of attack.” 


The next night, Mr. Roosevelt, addressing 


the convention by radio to accept the third- 
term “draft,” outlined the foreign policy 
he has pursued in an effort, as he said, to 
| prevent war and to awaken this country to 


the menace of aggression. 
This, of course, is the identical policy 


which Senator Wheeler, et al, have viewed 
with alarm—the one which they have feared 
would involve the United States in war. Said 
| Mr. Roosevelt: 


“So long as I am President, T will do all

BELFAST, July 23 (AP).—North- 
ern Ireland is jammed with British 
troops, sitting on a volcano of 
Nationalist agitation and prepared 
for a German blow against Ulster 
or neutral Lire, 

The southern entrance to the 
Irish Sea has been mined to keep 
invaders from l[Ireland’s eastern 
shore, but it is pointed out here 
that Wire’s defenses may be in- 
adequate to withstand any sea as-

descent, 

If Eire is attacked, Ulster ex- 
pects Dublin not to object to quick 
British aid. But what bothers 
Northern Ireland is inadequate air 
defenses in Eire and the anti-Brit- 
ish attitude of Republican extrem- 
ists. 

Eire is speeding defense prepara- 
tions along the Ulster border and 
its coast. The army has recruited 
up to 70,000 men and thousands are 
joining the part-time local security 
force, but the official cry is “more 
volunteers.” 

Eire’s security force has not yet 
been given rifles. Sources close 
to the present Irish Republican 
army group say it is because the 
force is honeycombed with T.R.A. 
extremists itching to get guns, It 
is also believed there are several 
hundred of the 2000 active ILR.A. 
men in the regular army.

But 
if the Germans try to land the 
Irish will make a real fight against 
the Nazis. 

In the face of Premier Eamon 
DeValera’s firm neutrality stand in 
the South, Lord Craigavon, Pre- 
mier of Ulster, refused to yield a 
single point to demands for an all- 
Irish union. 

“Neutral Eire harbors enemies of 
the Empire,” Ulster’s deputy Pre- 
mier, J. M. Andrews, declared in an 
interview, 

“The Ulster people wish the South 
well, but we will not tolerate our 
affairs being controlled by those 
who look upon Britain as a foreign 
enemy.” 

Differences in defense prepara- 
tions of both countries was borne 
out by a trip from Dublin to Bel- 
fast. In Eire, golf courses are dot- 
ted with barrels to prevent air- 
plane landings and army units 
race about in practice maneuvers 
against imaginary parachute troops. 

Eire has only a small air force— 
thirty planes before the war and 
an undisclosed number acquired 
since—and a few tanks. 

North of the border, hills are 
dotted with redoubts whose guns

DIFFERENT way of serving

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Hay Fever by 
Immunization

AY FEVER is the only malady, 
H according to Dr. Lawrence 

Farmer of New York, that at- 
tains epidemic proportions without 
being either infectious or con- 
tagious. Wouldn’t you be startled 
if someone said, “I have to give up 
my bridge games after Aug. 15 be- 
cause I am going to have my pneu- 
monia then, But they say it about 
hay fever. 

Yes, the unhappy and dreaded 
date is approaching. And this is 
a warning that if you want to try 
to stave it off by pre-seasonal im- 
munization, now is the proper 
time. 

Henry Ward Beecher, who suf- 
fered greatly all his life from 
this annual pest, asked Dr. Oliver 
Wendell Holmes for a satisfactory 
remedy. “Gravel is an effectual 
remedy,” replied Dr. Holmes. “It 
should be about eight feet deep.” 

We have progressed since 1868 
when this conversation is reported 
to have taken place. Hay fever is 
a specific immunity type reaction 
to the pollens of plants which fer- 


tilize by wind distribution — the 
ragweed family — beginning in 
August. This reaction occurs in 


the cells of the mucous membrane 
of the nose and eyes. There must 
be some reaction also in the blood. 
The best that medical science can 
do is to prevent this by shunting 
the reactors by the introduction of 
diluted pollen solutions given in 
ever increasing strengths. 


= 

SUCH IMMUNITY as is estab- 
lished in this way is temporary and 
lasts in most instances only through 
one season. So it has to be repeated 
every year. It is best to try to 
establish the immunity before the 
“season” opens. A gradually ac- 
quired immunity is more effective 
than attempting to build one up 
suddenly although coseasonal pre- 
vention is possible. So this warn- 
ing about a month ahead of time 
should give the susceptible ones 
their opportunity. 

The pollen extracts for pre- 
ventive purposes are given hypo- 
dermically once or twice a week 
starting with small doses and get- 
ting stronger so that just before 
the date that the pollen takes to 
the air the strength of the injec- 
tion is high enough to prepare the 
body for the onslaught. 


Naturally it is desirable to get 
away from these eternal hypoder- 


mics. Pollen has been given by 
mouth. Reports differ as to its 
Success. Rockwell reports that in 


ragweed cases (the August type 
of hay féver) the results were ex- 
cellent in about 20 per cent of 
cases, and failed entirely in about 
25 per cent of cases. In the rest 
the results were indifferent. 


The Chicago Society of Allergy 
has come out with a statement 
that oral administration is very 
likely to lead to disappointment 
and economic loss. But then the 
hypodermic method may suffer 
from the same disadvantages. 


For those who will rot take hypo- 
dermic injections or find it incon- 
venient to report regularly for 
them, the oral method offers an ex- 
perimental opportunity.

This the fate of most mothers. 
Children grow up almost overnight 
as far as mothers are concerned. 
They left the house one day 4s little 
children and they returned as 
grumpy men or women. The poor 
mothers are shocked and fright- 
ened and desolate, for this child 
that was loved and cherished has 
become a stranger. 

Stranger is what he is. During the 
years between 9 or 10 and 18 or 20 
there was a span of development. 
Growth and its changes proceeded 
so slowly that the mother, bound 
up in the thought of her baby, did 
not see and so could not foresee 
nor understand when it became ap- 
parent to the world. The child had 
grown up and mother had not no- 
ticed. 

Because mother had not seen 
what was taking place she was ill- 
prepared for the shock that came 
when she spoke to her baby and 
a man or a woman—a stranger— 
replied. The development had 
taken place. All that is left for a 
mother to do under these condi- 
tions is to accept the fact, bow to 
the stranger, bid him welcome, and 
set about adjusting things  be- 
tween this new personality in the 
house and herself. 

When relations are strained in 
this fashion, and it is common 
enough in families where adoles- 
cent children are developing, a with- 
drawal on the mothers part is 
good strategy. Treat this young 
person as he is, a grown-up guest 
or relative, beloved but straying 
from the family circle for a time. 
Be cool, courteous, kind, but keep 
your manner aloof. Offer no serv- 
ice, and be casual about perform- 
ing any that is invited. Leave un- 
done some of the many services 
you have rendered as a matter of 
course, and which have been ac- 
cepted in that spirit. Withdraw 
as gently as possible, but withdraw 
definitely from the child’s life. 

To make this withdrawal effec- 
tive and healthy for both  con- 
cerned, the mother has to take up 
some personal interest and follow 
it wholeheartedly, becoming a _per- 
son in her own right instead of 
living vicariously in her child.

day reducing diet, or are so busy 
that they cannot concentrate on 
prescribed menus. For these women 
here are a few valuable sugges- 
tions which are easily memorized 
and which actually work wonders 
if followed consistently. 

During the summer it is not 
necessary to eat meat, unless your 
physician tells you differently. But 
you must eat some protein. fPro- 
tein is found in cheese, nuts, eggs, 
most beans and fish. Gelatin, 
wheat germ and the avocado pear 
are also considered substitutes for 
meat. So instead of eating meat, 
eat one of the above with your 
largest daily meal. 

In modern, well-balanced menus 
there is no place for heavy sauces 
or rich desserts. Just avoid them 
and you not only will keep slim 
but you will grow healthier. Vege- 
tables and fruits should be taken 


raw in salads, or steamed when 
cooked. Drink your milk skimmed, 
but do drink milk unless you are 
allergic to it. 

Forget about in-between meal 
snacks unless you eat very lightly 
at mealtime. If your meal is light, 
then you are allowed a cup of 
fruit or vegetable juice, or you 
may munch on a crisp piece of cel- 
ery or carrot. 

You were perhaps raised on the 
theory that you require “three 
good meals per day.” Just forget 
you ever heard of that, during 
this torrid weather. You do need 
three meals a day, but they need 
not be heavy meals if they are 
well balanced. 

One famous nutritionist has had 
great success with the theory that 
approximately 60 per cent of your 
food should consist of vegetables 
and fruits and juices of both: 20 
per cent should be protein, pref- 
erably any protein except meat; 10 
per cent of starchy and sweet foods,

East's Error 
In Failing to 
Discard King

HE way some players conduct 
T nets defense reminds me of a 
none-too-bright pedestrian stand- 
ing rooted while a 10-ton truck 
bears down on him. To-wit:

North thought longingly about a 
grand slam and finally passed to 
the six no trump only with the 
greatest of reluctance. As a matter 
of fact, the combined hands war- 
ranted a grand slam contract, since 
any break of hearts except Jxxx 
or J x x x x in the East hand 
would have made that contract a 
laydown. But North could not be 
sure that South had three hearts, 
hence his pass was not unduly con- 
servative. And, considering the ac- 
tual break of hearts, it was just as 
well that North did use discretion, 
inasmuch as South had to use all 
his ingenuity (and get a little help 
from the enemy) to bring home 
even the small slam. Of course, six 
hearts would have been a cinch, but 
then we'd have no story. 


West hit upon the one opening 
that could give his own team a 
chance, a diamond. On any other 
lead declarer would have had time 
to concede a heart trick and col- 
lect four hearts, three spades, four 
clubs and one diamond, for his 12 
tricks. But with the diamond ace 
knocked out immediately, declarer 
soon found himself in hot water. 
Two rounds of hearts let out the 
bad news. Declarer then tried to 
break the spade suit, caShing the 
king and the queen. No luck here, 
either. Well, there was one thing 
to be thankful for, the club suit 
didn’t require a “break.” Declarer 
dashed off all the clubs, thought- 
fully discarding his heart ten. He 
then led dummy’s remaining spade, 
and held his breath while East dis- 
carded! When said discard turned 
out to be the diamond ten, declar- 
er was sure he was “home.” West 
would not have led originally from 
a king, hence East must have start- 
ed with both the king and queen of 
diamonds, and was now reduced to 
the higher honor. Declarer won 
the spade lead with the king and 
exited with a diamond. East was 
hit by the aforementioned 10-ton 
truck. He had to win and return 
a heart from the J-8 up to dummy’s 
Q@-9 tenace. 


Many throw-in plays are un- 
avoidable and in these cases the 
defender is only to be pitied. But 
here was a situation which fairly 
yelled for East to protect himself, 
to get out of the way with that 
dangerous diamond king. When de- 
clarer discarded his last heart, the 
10-spot, on dummy’s last club, then 
led the spade (obviously to the 
king) East needed only the dim- 
mest eyesight to see what was 
threatening. No matter who had 
the diamond jack, ‘East's king 
would be a liability. If West had 
it, East would not need the king, 
and holding it would only be block- 
ing his partner; if declarer had the 
jack, East would merely court a 
certain throw-in play by holding 
the king. Perhaps all this makes 
it clear that I think East should 
have discarded the king, not the 
ten of diamonds.
